be  deducted  from  her  wages  for  a  suite  of  two 
(2)  rooms  and  bath-room,  and  not  more  than 
five  dollars  ($5)  a  month  may  be  deducted  from 
her  wages  for  each  room  in  excess  of  two  (2) 
in  the  said  suite,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total 
rental  value  so  deducted  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  per  month.

5.  (a.)  Every  janitress  employed  in  any 
apartment  building  containing  twenty  (20) 


residential  suites  and  over  shall  be  given  a  rest 
period  of  twenty-four  (24)  consecutive  hours 
free  from  duty  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which 
she  shall  be  duly  notified  by  her  employer. 

( b .)  Every  janitress  employed  in  any  apart¬ 
ment  building  containing  not  more  than  nine¬ 
teen  (19)  and  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  resi¬ 
dential  suites  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of 
eight  (8)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar 
week,  of  which  she  shall  be  duly  notified  by  her 
employer. 

6.  When  a  substitute  janitress  (including  any 
member  of  the  janitress’s  family),  is  employed 
in  any  apartment  building  during  the  rest 
period,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  substitute  jani¬ 
tress  shall  be  employed  and  paid  by  the  owner 
or  agent  of  the  apartment  building  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

7.  In  apartment  buildings  where  there  is  no 
central  heating  plant  or  where  thei’e  are  no 
facilities  for  supplying  central  heat  to  the  ten¬ 
ants  the  resident  janitress  may  be  paid  on  an 
hourly  basis  according  to  section  2  of  this  Order.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of
